Applicant's Arguments dated April 15, 2004 have been fully considered but are not persuasive. 

In the remarks, Applicant argues in substance that, (1) Rakavy does not disclose monitoring the level of bandwidth to determine when to 
download data in the background, rather a percentage of time the computer is in use. 

As to point (1) Rakavy does disclose monitoring the percentage of time the computer is in use, however Rakavy further discloses 
monitoring the level of bandwidth utilization level "in bytes/second" (Rakavy, col. 14, line 13) and using this value in determining a 
utilization thereshold value to determine if it is able to download data in the background without substantially affecting the internet 
experience of the user. By this rationale, although it is discloses that Rakavy discloses monitoring the percentage of time the computer 
is in use, the low line utilization is determined by the monitored bandwidth measurements. 
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
